ify. confidence. This, however, can 
only be a temporary attitude on its 
part, as Lord Melchett emphasized. 
He pointed out. that enormous accu- 
mulations of money were lying in 
the ‘banks and were available at low 
rates, *Advantage of them would in- 
evitably: be taken at no distant date. 

‘(As Boon as psychology begins to 
change,’’ he declared, ‘fand it is 
bound to change—for after all the 
world as situatel today’ will not and 
cannot afford to allow those funds to 
remain unused—you will probably 
see a very great change right through 
the whole valuation of things and a 
retaking up of industrial develop- 
ment.’’ People were in the habit of 
making fundamental mistakes and in 
his opinion this was true at present. 
The physical assets and exchange 
values were, he intimated, not at all 
in their proper relation. 

No student of economic history 
can be in any doubt regarding the 
corectness of Lord Melchett’s con- 
. clusions. It is the person who re-- 
fuses to be influenced by the un- 
reasonable depression that he finds 
all around him’ and shows courage 
under these fircumstances who — will 
profit most when general confid 
returns. Fortunes have to a large 
extent been built up by declining to 
to follow the crowd. The present is 
a time for exercising independent 
judgment and for those who do the 
rewards cannot fail to be great. 

The addresses that Lord Melchett 
delivered during his short visit to the 
eastern provinces and states have 
done a great deal to give a proper 
conception of the opportunities that 
are now open and to stimulate bus- 
iness hopefulness. It is a pity that 
he was not able to carry out his or- 
iginal intention and make a tour of 
the Canadian west. Though he has 
kept for many years in close touch 
with eastern Canada, in the develop- 
ment of which he has been a large 
factor, he has never been in this part 
of the dominion. 


Municign’ Income 
ax 


It is difficult to imagine anything 
to which Canadian public would ac- 
cede more unwilling than the pre- 
posterous request of the Union of 
Canadian Municipalities, in conven- 
tion at Hamilton, that the Dominion 
Government retire from the field of 
income taxation and leave it to the 
Municipalities. 

Even if the Canadian public had 
not already had a taste of munic- 
ipal levies on income—it is heing col- 
lected in a good many Canadian cities 
and under the more euphoiious name 
of service tax in Oalgary—they 
iwould be apprehensive of such a 
course of revenue being put in mun- 
icipal hands. In the first place, sup- 
posing the Dominion Government did 
commit the folly of yielding to the

The customs department seized one 
of them, fined it four hundred dol-- 
lars and released it. It went back to 
its business in Lake Erie and the 
customs department has concluded it 
had no right to touch it at all. Both 
the federal and the Ontario author- 
ities disclaim responsibility for inter- 
fering with the business, and, no mat- 
ter which is responsible, neither the 
Dominion nor the province is equip- 
ped to undertake ‘its suppression. 

In the meantime Volstead law of- 
ficials in the United States can sit 
back and let Canada ‘do it. Much of 
their trouble and work has been 
transferred to Canadian officials and 
in this country as in the States, it 
may prove to be a very thankless and 
expensive task, One estimate states 
that helping to enforce Uncle Sam’s 
prohibition law will cost the Domin- 
ion at least $15,000,000 a year.
